Smith 
is an ex-newspaper man, having owned 
the Atlanta Journal. Howell is editor 
of the Constitution and J. H. Estill. 
another candidate, is t'ditor of the Sa- 
vannah News. The fight was therefore 
chiefly among editors and they have 
made It hot. The camjfaign was waged 
with great intensity and in some re- 
spects a most disgraceful manner. 

AccoRPiNU to the revenue returns 
4,000,000,000 cigarettes were taxed last 
fiscal year, or an increase of 416,000,000 
upon the preceding. As enormous as 
is the toUl it is not over .‘W cigarettes 
for each head of population per annum. 
These wouldn’t hurt much if divided 
out in that way, but the trouble is that 
a comparatively few try to smoke the 
whole number. The laws of several of 
the States prohibiting the sale and en- 
joyment of cigarettes have had no visi- 
ble effect in lessening the consumption. 
Is this because the people take pleas- 
ure in defying what they regard as ab- 
surd and tyrannical sumptuary enact- 
ments? 

Concerning the proposed joint de- 
bate between candidates Beckham and 
McCreary, Senator Bailey, of Texas, 
said: ’’Well, if it’s a good-natured de- 
bate it will do good, but if it brings in 
bitterness and ill feeling it will do much 
harm. I believe in joint debates my- 
self. The people have a right to com- 
pare their candidates side by side, and 
it makes the speakers cautious in their 
statements, as they realize that any 
error or misstatement will be at once 
exposed. ”
